r ETEIt KHELSICUS (in Czech CHELCICKY) was 
born around the year 1390 in southern Bohemia near 
the place where seventeen decades previously Peter 
Waldo, the founder of the Waldensians, died as re¬ 
fugee, He was a free farmer 'who educated himself 
thoroughly in the thoughts of his time. His activity 
coincides with the years of Czech military glory, whose 
Hussite army was fighting against almost all European 
nations. This glory did not excite his admiration, be¬ 
cause it was stained with blood. In 1419, repudiated 
by the Masters of the Prague University on the ques¬ 
tion of the lawlessness of war, he replied in one of his 
books {“SIET VIERY” or the “Net of Faith”) : “No 
war is allowable, because God never revoked his com¬ 
mandment: Thou shaft not kill,” 

Declaring the law of God as contained in the Bible 
to be the sole rule of faith and life, Khelsicus demand¬ 
ed with reckless consistency the abolition of all church 
institutions not compatible with this law and introduc¬ 
ed to the Church by man, and also that all social and 
state orders inconsistent with the law of love should 
be abolished in the ranks of Christendom. There is a 
way of God for every situation, he declared. If out of 
the suffering of our time a world is to be born m 
which men live together as members of one family, 
it must be by the way of Jesus. His way means the 
sacred effort to overcome evil by good, whatever the 
consequences. 

Peter Khelsicus died in 1450, He became the spint- 
ual founder of the Church of Moravian Brethren. Like 
Tolstoi later and Kagawa and Gandhi today, he them 
five centuries before our times, in hour of the sword, 
darpd to break his own.

I was very glad to receive your letter, and to learn something 
of your plans for 1941. 

It occurs to me that in your group conferences, you will want 
to make use of such material as may be available from the Federal Council. 
I am accordingly sending you under another cover: 

1. Statement entitled "The American Churches and the International 
Situation". You will find on the reverse side of the cover 
page a brief statement regarding the circumstances out of which 
this paper emerged. The statement was adopted by the Federal 
Council's Biennial Meeting in December, and is for this reason 
to be construed as an official statement of policy. 

2. Copy of the message addressed to Christians of all lands, which 
also was adopted by the Federal Council's Biennial Meeting. 

3. Copy of the resolution authorizing the Executive Committee to 
create a Commission to Study the Bases of a Just and Durable 
Peace. 

These three actions taken together give us a platform upon which 
we may stand in the critical days ahead. If you were in my office, and I 
could talk with you personally, I could give you a more comprehensive and 
understanding background of the present situation from the standpoint of 
the churches. 

I also want you to know that the Federal Council is actively 
engaged in protecting and defending the rights of the conscientious ob¬ 
jector as these rights are defined in the Selective Training and Service 
Act. We have a Committee on the Conscientious Objector chaired by Bishop 
Oxnam. Our department issues occasionally bulletins on the conscientious 
objector, and I am sending along with this other material copies of the 
first two editions.

This is in reply to your letter of January 9th, regarding your 
1919 Pension System Certificate No. 461. I wondered why you had not ans¬ 
wered my letter of November 1, 1940, regarding the arrearage on your certi¬ 
ficate. 


13 . 3 1 


Under your certificate the dues are payable semi-annually on Feb_ 
ruary 6th and August 6th of each year. The dues amount to $13.04. Of course, 
you would have the privilege of paying on an annual basis, if you prefer. 

The dues would be $35.33. 

The dues for August 6th, 1940 have never been paid. These amount 
to $13.04, plus 33^ interest; a total of $13.37. In remitting I suggest that 
you add $13.04 at least, to cover the dues for February 6th, 1941, since that 
date is so close at hand. It may be that you will decide to add $25.33 for 
a full year's dues, beginning February 6th. 


Your certificate No. 461 has a present cash surrender value of 
$470.00. There is a loan value equivalent to 66-2/3$ of that, or $313.33. 


I think you will be wise to pay your dues and continue this member¬ 
ship, because it will mean considerable to you and we are giving you this 
additional time to make the settlement. 

In event of your death there would be a pension of $150.00 per year 
for Mrs. Page. This pension is composed of two parts, the contractual portion 
of $60.00 per year and the supplementary gift portion of $90.00. The gift 
portions are provided by contributions from churches and individuals. 

In event of total and permanent disability there would be a pension 
of $250.00 per year. Of that amount, $100.00 would be the contractual por¬ 
tion and $150.00 the gift portion. A pension of that same amount will be 
payable if you continue paying dues until age 65. This is an automatic age 
pension and is not dependent upon retirement. The division in the age pen¬ 
sion of $250.00 per year is the same as the disability pension for the con¬ 
tractual and gift portions. 


I think the above will give you all of the information you need 
and I would appreciate hearing from you promptly in reply.

Religious Propaganda Against the War 


W hen World War II began in the late sum¬ 
mer of 1939, many Protestant and Catho¬ 
lic clergymen, as in World War I, resorted to 
the Transfer Device, familiar to all students of 
propaganda, to carry the prestige, sanction, and 
authority of God to the German, French, and 
British causes. How clergymen in Europe were 
utilizing propaganda to give God's sanction to 
the war aims of belligerent nations was set forth 
by the Institute in its April, 1940, bulletin, en¬ 
titled, “Soldiers of the Lord." 1 
As indicated in that bulletin, many churches 
and church leaders in America, since the close 
of the first World War, had been identified 
with a strong anti-war movement. The World 
Tomorroiu, in May, 1931, gave the results of a 
questionnaire distributed to 53,000 clergymen 
over the United States. There were 19,372 re¬ 
plies and of these 10,427, or 54 per cent, stated 
that it was their “present purpose not to sanc¬ 
tion any future war or participate as an armed 
combatant.” 

But with Europe again at Armageddon, 
would such resolutions of American church 
groups, made in days of peace, be kept in days 
of war? The bulletin appraised the outlook in 
April, 1940, by stating, “ . . . forces are again 
at work to bring the United States into the con¬ 
flict. So far the churches of the country have 
stood firmly against any participation and 
have preached the gospel of peace. However, 
there are signs that many of the clergy in this 
country are beginning to change their minds 
about war. Their number is increasing. ...”

Evidence was cited to indicate similarities to 
the days of 1914-17 in which the vast majority 
of the American clergy gradually came to the 
point of blessing our participation in the war. 
It revealed briefly just what the war propa¬ 
ganda pattern of many churches was in the 
World War and cited some current parallels. 

Numerous clergymen protested that the In¬ 
stitute was unjust to imply that, once again, 
many of their clergy would sanction war. 

Then in May Hitler's mighty war machine 
swept over the Low Countries and into France. 
How could England possibly hold out? As in 
the first World War, England was seen by many 
editors, college presidents, business men, and 
ministers as “America's first line of defense.” 
Wendell L. Willkie and Franklin D. Roosevelt 
ran for the presidency, each promising all “Aid- 
to-Britain, short of war,” in order to defend 
America. 

Hitler's victories, as events, comprised prop¬ 
aganda to give to millions of Americans a 
sense of imminent peril. This feeling made 
easily effective the war preparedness propa¬ 
ganda of the William Allen White Committee 
to Defend America by Aiding the Allies. Con¬ 
gress voted billions for defense, and approved 
peace-time conscription. The President put 
through the deal to give England fifty Ameri¬ 
can destroyers. 

As government officials, newspaper editors, 
industrialists, and educators pleaded for na¬ 
tional defense, with Aid-to-Britain as a chief 
item, so too churches and religious leaders pro¬ 
claimed God's blessing on America's common 
cause with England.

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Textile Mill Men 
Attack Wage Law 

Ask Supreme Court for Right to Keep 
Southern Pay Level Down—Low 
Income Causes Malnutrition 


(Correspondence from the New South) 


Nashville, Jan. 17.—A group of south¬ 
ern textile operators have argued before 
the Supreme Court an appeal from the 
U. S. circuit court which denied their plea 
against the wage and hour law. They con¬ 
tend that the act is unconstitutional, claim¬ 
ing that “the far-reaching effects of this 
experiment are hard to comprehend. In¬ 
evitably, it seems, business would cease to 
be a local thing and would be controlled 
almost entirely from the political center 
of this country.” The real protest, of 
course, is against compelling the south to 
pay the same wages as the north. The 
textile men contend that “the south cannot 
remain in business when wages are put at a 
parity with the north” and even assert that 
when a differential of 50 per cent in favor 
of the south was in effect southern industry 
was “barely able to survive.” Their claim 
that living costs for the wage earners are 
cheaper in the south not only bases wage 
scales on an existence income but is de¬ 
nied by the facts. 

* * * 

Wage Differential Depresses 
Workers' Living Standard 

Every objective study of the comparative 
costs of living, south and north, denies the 
textile operators 5 contention. Even the 
Industrial Conference Board, an employers 5 
organization, says “the differentials in liv¬ 
ing costs, on either a geographic or popula¬ 
tion basis, when the same standard of living 
is applied, are considerably less than the 
differentials in wages. 55 The lower wage 
in the south simply provides a poorer 
house, fewer clothes, less education and 
recreation and a cheaper, less nourishing 
diet. The Hatters, Cap and Milliners 
Union’s research department made a com¬ 
parative inquiry regarding the prices over 
the counter of foods in New York and 
Atlanta on the same day. They found that 
bread, flour, meat and milk cost more in 
Atlanta than in New York. The only 
article on an average worker’s entire food 
list that cost less was butter. Most sig¬ 
nificant was their finding that Atlanta’s 
workers bought poorer foods. In 1937 
Texas reported 578 deaths from pellagra, 
the most marked of all maladies of mal¬ 
nutrition, while Massachusetts, much more 
of an industrial state, had only 13 deaths 
from this disease. The southern states 
lead all others in the number of pellagra 
victims and the industrial states of the 
south lead those that are predominantly 
agricultural. Much, perhaps a major por¬ 
tion, of the investment in southern industry 
is held by northern capitalists. 

* * * 

Trying to Improve 
Southern Diet 

One of the major efforts of the farm 
security program in the south is the im¬ 
provement of diet. Still much more rural 
than industrial and with two-thirds of her 
people still depending upon rural methods 


of making a living, income averages only 
from one-half to two-thirds that of thjfe 
nation as a whole. The home economists 
of the department of agriculture estimate 
that the sharecroppers of the old sou$i 
need from 40 per cent to 60 per cent morie 
vitamin producing foods, such as milk, but* 
ter, vegetables and eggs. The director of 
the southern division of the AAA reports 
that “the south consumes scarcely more 
than half as much milk per capita as other 
areas.” Yet certain northern congressmen 
have introduced bills that would, if passed, 
prohibit southern farmers from planting 
land diverted from cotton culture to the 
very produce so greatly needed. 

* * * 

Recommend Raising 
Goats for Milk 

One-fifth of the farms in Tennessee have 
been found to have no milk cows. Tuskegee 
Institute recommends that southern farmers 
with limited acreage adopt the milk goat. 
It claims that “tuberculosis is rare among 
goats and they are immune to undulant 
fever,” while their milk has a larger mineral 
content and less water and is so prized by 
hospitals that it sells for an average of 40 
cents a quart. Tens of thousands of south¬ 
ern farmers joined the “live at home” 
movement last year. 

* * * 

TVA Chairman Sees Help 
From Industrialization 

Dr. Harcourt Morgan, chairman of the 
TVA commissioners, calls attention to the 
fact that industry in a southern county not 
only brings work and wages but increases 
the income of agriculture by giving it a 
market for the very produce the south so 
greatly needs to improve its nutritional 
level. He has called attention to the fact 
that Ohio, with less agricultural land than 
Mississippi but with five times as large a 
percentage of her people urban, produced 
farm products having three and one-half 
times the value of those of her southern 
sister; this he ascribed to the fact that an 
urban population requires just such food 
products as the south most needs. He also 
compared two Tennessee counties, one with 
cheap TVA power and “a fair mixing of 
industry” and the other without either. He 
found the tax rate to be less in the former, 
the amount expended per school child three 
times as much, the teachers’ salaries almost 
double and the average number of days 
children attended school 50 per cent 
greater. Both counties are rural. 

* * * 

Southern Wage Level 
Still Too Low 

The great need of the south is industry, 
decentralized out of cities into rural places, 
paying good wages on short work days, 
with subsistence farming plus much edu¬ 
cation in regard- to both scientific farming 
and better diet. The bane of industrializa¬ 
tion in the south is low wages. The research 
department of Labor’s Non-partisan League 
found 270 industrial establishments in 
Florida where one-half the men workers 
received less than $11.30 per week and 43 
per cent of the women less than 20 cents 
per hour. Out of 60,000 wage earners in 
Tennessee they found half earning less than 
$12 per week, while pecan pickers in 
Texas were being paid from $2 to $5 per 
week. The south needs industry and the 
wage and hour law.

Page Urges Food 
For Both Sides 


Aid Would be Act of Reconciliation— 
Japanese-Americans Ask Sympathy— 
Need Clothes for Migrants 


(Correspondence from Southern California) 

Los Angeles, Jan. 16.—“Let us suppose,” 
said Kirby Page at a mid-January meeting 
in the First Baptist Church, “that the 
British blockade is not relaxed and there 
is insufficient food for the people in Hol¬ 
land, France, Poland and other invaded 
countries. What will that do to their re¬ 
lationship to Great Britain? May not the 
rigor of the blockade drive the people of 
occupied zones into Hitler’s arms so that 
they will cry. The real enemy is Britain 3 ? 
What we Americans do regarding Hitler 
is not one-tenth as important as what we 
do about the German people. We can’t 
starve the victims of Hitler into revolting 
against Hitler. A successful revolution re¬ 
quires the consent and support of the ma¬ 
jority of the people. * Misery and despair 
alone will not produce it. A third factor 
is essential: hope. The threat of being 
crushed by arms docs not induce that hope. 
There is something the German people 
like less than Hitler. That is, their own 
destruction by outside arms. We should 
offer them an alternative. We should aid 
the people of both sides with food and 
medicine, but none with the means of su¬ 
icide. The movement to send food to suf¬ 
ferers abroad is gaining headway. If we 
had the will, we could save millions of 
human beings who would otherwise die. 
Such action would be a work of reconcilia¬ 
tion. It would move us human beings a long 
distance in the right direction.”

Japanese Applauded 
At Rose Parade 

The reception given to the Japanese 
float in the annual New Year’s tournament 
of roses in Pasadena surprised some of the 
nisei , or first generation citizens of Japa¬ 
nese extraction here. It was a beautiful 
arrangement of flowers presenting the 
Washington capital, some cherry blossoms, 
and representatives of the nisei* some wear¬ 
ing kimonos and some in American dress.

Japanese-Americans 
Under Suspicion 

Such enthusiasm for a work of art, how¬ 
ever, should not blind us to the difficulties 
now confronting the Japanese and so- 
called Japanese among us. Masao W. 
Satow, a nisei , executive secretary of the 
Japanese branch of the Los Angeles 
Y.M.C.A., makes this frank pronounce¬ 
ment: “Just last week, on a radio program 
sponsored by a Christian church, I heard a 
propagandist lambaste me along with thou¬ 
sands of other Americans of Japanese 
ancestry. We were accused of being fifth 
columnists. Our loyalty to America was 
questioned.

SPEAKER HERE 

First Hedrick Lecture Is 
Presented at First 
Methodist Church 
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The futility of using an evil force 
to eliminate evil was stressed last 
night by Dr. Kirby Page, noted 
minister, author and lecturer, in 
the first of the annual Hedrick lec¬ 
ture series at the First Methodist 
church under the auspices of the 
Carillon club. Dr. Page will speak 
again tonight and Thursday eve¬ 
ning. 

The power of love and forgive¬ 
ness was declared to be more po* 
tent than that of force. “Christ" 
said the speaker, “ministered to 
every form of human need with 
the command to love God utterly 
and vour neighbor totally. He made 
love "the dominant attribute and re¬ 
lationship/' 

Spiritual Appeal 

Real love, he explained, means 
the assuming of the proper atti¬ 
tude toward one's enemies—to re¬ 
alize their spiritual status as sons 
and daughters of God. As spiritual 
beings they may, he contended, re¬ 
spond to a spiritual appeal. 

The fact that Jesus taught 20 dif¬ 
ferent types at one time was cited 
as indicative of the inciusiveness of 
the appeal to all sorts and condi¬ 
tions of men and women. 

The willingness to leave the fi¬ 
nal outcome in the hands of God 
was cited as a prerequisite to spir¬ 
itual power. 

A forum discussion followed the 
lecture with Rev. Richard A. Daw¬ 
son, pastor of the First Congrega¬ 
tional church, # Rev, Francis T. 
Brown, rector of Grace Episcopal 
church, Rev. Rush M. Deskins, pas¬ 
tor of the First Christian church, 
and laity participating. 

In response to a question as to 
whether military preparedness for 
peace was in accordance with the 
mind of Christ, Di\ Page replied 
that this was a question everyone 
must answer for himself. 

Violence Assailed 
Expressing his abhorrence of all 
violence, Dr/Page admitted that lie 
knew that many did not subscribe 
to his way of thinking but that, 
feeling as he did; he had an obliga¬ 
tion to express his views as rep¬ 
resenting what the mind of Christ 
meant to him personally. 

"Most people don't agree with 
me,” he concluded "That is why I 
go around this way. 1 realize, how¬ 
ever, that dogmatic statements fre¬ 
quently fail to prove my point Jf 
they did I would have won many 
others to my position as I do 
enough talking.

Would Eliminate Greater 
Extremes of Wealth 
And Poverty 

The creation of 4 new property 
system and a more equal distribu¬ 
tion of purchasing power was ad¬ 
vocated laet night by Dr. Kirby 
Page, minister and author, in the 
second of the Hedrick lecture 
series held in the First Methodist 
church. 

The speaker declared that even 
in the prosperity year of 1020 that 
there were terrible extremes of 
poverty and wealth. Approxi¬ 
mately 3G,000 families in that year 
had incomes exceeding $300,000 
whereas 12 , 000,000 families had in¬ 
comes of $ 8 po or less. Many had 
not enough to buy the bare neces¬ 
sities of life. 

Asks State Control 
Common ownership of electrical 
energy, Iran spoliation, waterworks 
and gigantic natural resources was 
urged, "We need/' he said, "to 
think in terms of common needs. 
There must be n common concern, 
a common effort and a common 
sharing." 

Life insurance was cited as an 
illustration of the common sharing 
of risks. This, he said, is not a 
Communistic practice brought in 
from Russia but soundly American, 
Vet, he warned that an effort to 
establish common ownership of 
the milk supply or to urge a public 
health system to meet all needs 
might result in one being labeled as 
a Communist or Socialist. 

Artificial Boom 

Dr. Page declared that we are 
now enjoying an artificial prosper¬ 
ity which will c^ase with the end 
of war orders when idle men, idle 
machinery and idle money will 
create a great depression unless 
control of revenue producing pro¬ 
perties is vested hi common owner* 
ship.
